narrations of things; which have truely haps

. Amongſt the Spaniards, above all writers 
of Romants, and great telfers of tales, novel-_ 
ties, and ftories, thoſe of Ceroantes ate much. 
eftcemed; and truely having redthem, I have 
found his wit to be very great in thoſe ſmall 
things; A man'of the world, a great gyber 
and ſcoffer, and who handiomely, and tothe 
uttermoſt , {ers out his wares. Deigo '4era- 
da hath followed theſe, adding unto his' the 
farname of morall, ' becauſe of the morals 
which he drawes at the end of thoſe occur- 
rences, which he recites, This man inm 
minde is more judicious, and leffe infolent, 
alchough he takes licence to flye out ſome- 
crimes a little, Amongour French, a finewit, 
in truth, and who hath afine tile, hath recre. 
ated himſclte in writing French tales or no. 
velties, which farre ſurpafle the lealian, and 
are no whit behiadethe Spaniſh: he is mode- 
rate in his imaginations, and modeſt inhis 
words, hee hath notdcigned to ſer his name 
to this worke, wherein he ſcemes but to

haveonely tryed his penne,, which he deſti- 
nateth to ſome higher and mare ſcrious la- 
bour, Another hath given us araſte of hiſto» 
ricall diverſities, but this booke'is 'fo' little, 
that it is but a thew,which breeds a wilk for 
an awpler piece, Vnto this may be annexed 
the tragicall Hiſtories of Bell Forreſ}, and 
thole made by Roſſer, bearing the ſamc 
title, 

Theſearethe writings ofthat ſorr, which 
have fallen under my view, not thar 1 have 
caken patience to reade them diſtinaly, but 
[ have runne over ſome pieces of them, only 
as to feelg their pulle, andinforme my lelfc of 
their language and Country, But for toſayin 
generall what mine opinion is of theſe and 
all ſuch like confuſed heapes of frivolous re-

ſeeing him come ſhe world turne another way ,. or 
draw neerc unto her mother, or imploy ker ſclfe a- 
bout ſome hufwifery, in briefe ſhe avoided the ap- 
-proach of this Gallant with ſuch ſtudicd flight 
and ſhifts, that all the ſabtilties,/ which he ine 
toittap:her, were as ſo. many vented mines, With. 
.out any effect. ln'fine ſeeing: thatſhe could no loh- 
ger avoyd the importunitics of this: droane who 
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continually buzzing abour her cares, as a wiſe, and 
 welladvifed maid, ſhe acquainted her mother ther- 
with; to the end that ſhe might make ir knowne un- 
to Froxeſſe the mother of this Gentleman, This 
Lady ( extreamely exact in what concerned her 
honour, *and one who was ever watchfult to'pre- 
ſervethe good name ofthole, that ſerved her) had 
no ſooner knowne the pafhon of her fonne, bur ſhe

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knew his intent was but only to get his will of her,

the crafty fowler , and what nets, or ſnares ſocver 
he ſet, either by his ſighes, his.Crocodiletcares, his 
preſents, or his proamſes, he could never get foot-

tuous Gentlewoman' tiamed Gaxderce, who was the 
wonder of all eyes, that beheld her; the delayes no 
time, 'but preſently. communicates her mind, and 
deſire to the maids parents, they conſidering how 
advantagious, and:profitable this alliance mighrin 
time grow to be ,- held themſelves much honoured 
In granting her requeſt , but ſaid Frozeſſe you mult 
adde your helping hand, for we mult dealeinthis 
matter, as with aficke mind, therefore Thold itinot 
convenient to ſpeake to him'of ſuppreſſing his old

the wanr of appetite, or reliſh in ſicke perſons, cau- 
ſes them to diſlike the beſt meates: we muſt be in- 
duſtrious, and ſo worke the matter, that he may be 
ſnared of his owne accord, without perceiving any 
thing atall of the buſinefle.

lingly perſecuted her, ſhe reſolved to diſcover her 
flame(whoſe pretentions were juſt being they aim-

matcht my ſclfe; and if any children-ſhill iſſue 
from him, and me, they ſhall be brought up ſecret- 
ly, and they may be provided for with indifferent 
 meanes. In this manner without any prejudice to 
you, I ſhall be ſatisfied. Iſptake freely,and round-

waitc on himſclte in his Chamber : this Father had 
already ſmelt ſomthing of his ſonnes paſſion for 
Cafiule, which much troubled his braine,intending 
not that by any meanes his blood ſhould be mixc 
with the blood of -a Contrey Wench -ſuchas Ca- 
fine was eſteemed to be, and therefore was he very 
gladto retaine Anefaſiss to penctrate further into 
the matter by his inſtructions, but he behaved him- 
ſelfe. reſervedly and with ſo much Prudence, that 
no whit exaſperating the Pather aginſt the ſonne, 
he ſatiſfied the curiofity of the one without preju- 
dice to the other : meane time he continues his 
honeſt intelligence with Caftule, and-advyertifing 
her of the enterpriſes of his Maſters ſonne he'gave 
her mearies to avoide them ? Zotique whoſe fire 
was come to the laft degree of it's violence, ſtrives 
by extreme meanes to attaine unto his pretentions, 
he who. daily: cheated in gaming, made no'greate 
a ig, 3 Con- 
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conſcience prodigally to ſpend oathes, thereby to 
22ine entrance: for his perſwafions into the cre- 
dence of Cafule,but ſhe had ſo much precaution a- 
gainſt theſe allurements that her. heart was inpreg- 
nable to theſe attempts, fearc and diſtruſt ſerved as 
a fortrefle and buckler againſt Zoriques letrers, 
which were as many promiſes of matriages ts 
dazle her by this faire hope, ſhe oppoſed therunto 
the antidotes which were ſuggeſted into her by the 
councell of 4»1fteſiws ; In fine, the cxcefle of Zo77- 
ques love grew. to. that paſſe, that ir made him 
' beare himſclfc openly a ſervant unto Ceftale, and 
he {aid plainely,that he would cithcr have her for 
his wife, or nevcr marty. Herenow is the father 
moretroubled than ever,and reſolved ro hinder-che 
match by all manner of wayes : what naturalHeve- 
Titie focyer be in a father, it is alwaycs indulgent for 
hischild, he hath ever aſecretadvocare in the heatt 
of his father, vhopleadstherc his cauſe, and obtains 
| him ſentence ofabſlolutien. Although all the fault 
be in Zotigue, whole paſſton rauilrs: reaſon from his 
bounds,and cannot berexcufed butby the excefle of 
- hislove; neverthelcfle his fathercaſts it all T know 
not how upon Caſtule, who inderd isthe cauſe, but - 
iomocently, inthe ſame manner as the Rockis cauſe 
of the ſhips ſplitting,butthe tempeſt or ſmal skil of 
the Pilotare cauſes of the wracke, We alwayes ex- 
cuſethe faults of thoſe that appertaine umo us, and 
whatſocyer they doc we beleevet with reafon , or 
that they have bin ſurpriſed. - WE + 249233 
 Ifthe Lord of Fleuranval had taken time to ſee 

Cftule, orto talke with her, Iaflure my felfe _ | 
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might haue ſcene even innocency in her face, and 
through the modeſty of her words, herprudence 
would have ſhined ; but ſeeing her only by the cics 
of others, and not knowing her butby falſe reports, 
he takes her for atatling ſubril huſwife, who makes 
atrophy of his ſonnes affeQion, and by her alluyre- 
ments and charmes kcepes him in his fon ce. And 
although Azaſtafims aſſure the contrary, yet hismind 
pre-occuparcd by a good forecaſt, fince jt is northe 
part of a wiſe man to ſay T had notthought, he deals 
with the Magiſtrates, and 'drawes them to forbid 
Caftale to pretend any thing in the marriage of Zo- 
fique, nor to ſuffer his ſuit unto her. No ſooner 
comes this ſentence to the knowledge of this maid, 
but ſhe proteſts t@ wiſh for nothing of Zotzique , but 
to be delivered from his importunate purſuits, cn- 
treaing that this a& of juſtice may be ſignified unto 
him, to theend hee might refraine his inlolent ſol 7. 
citings, - For the reverence due to the Magiſtrate, 
ſhe renounceth, viva woce, and by writing,all claim 
or pretence to this marriage, whereof through hu- 
mility ſhe declares her fclife unworthy. Alchough 
that if vertuce were eſteemed according to its worth, 
ſhe deſerved a better match. Zot7que hath likewiſe 
his ſhare inthis ſentence,whereat hee ſcoffes,accor- 
ding tothe ordinary cuſtom of youth and nobility ; 
chiefely of great ones, who laugh atthe formalities 
of juſtice, knowing thatJawes are but ſpider-webs, 
which ſtay but the ſmalleſt flics, and are rentby the 
big ones. Contrariwiſc,asthere is nothing that ſtia- 
geth the minde like contradiction, nor that provo-

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as oylc onthe fire, and glorying in his ſhame, | mean 
his rebellion to the magiſtrate, and diſobedience to 
his father, he kayes no meanes unattempted, to at- 
taine to the end of his pretenſions,and ſtill talkes of 
mariage.as being a fair and lawful gateto paſletho- 
row-unto his defigne.. 


The fatherſccing this. madneſſe poſicfie the ſoul 
of his ſonne, caſts the cauſe thereof. onthe charmes 
of Caſiule,publiſhing that ſhe hath inchanted him 3 
and indeed if he had taken beauty and vertuc for in- 
chantments, hee had had the more reaſonto thinke 
ſo,ſccing there is nothing which ſo much charmeth 
ſoules : but hee takes it in anill way , and ſayesthat 
ſhe deales in _magick, ſo little doth he know the {in - 
ccrity and {1mplicity ofthis maid, Meane time, as 
there is no wound ſo ſlight but ſerveth for exerciſe 
unto ſurgeons, ſo there is no pretext ſo weake, brit 
may .yecId great imployment to magiſtrates and. 
officers. The Lord Flewrenvall by right of neigh-. 
bourhood was very.familiarly acquainted with the 
Lord of the place where Caſtule made her aboad, he 
makes him become ſuſceptible of his opinion, and. 
partakerin his cauſe :.Caftule is taken, and without 
being heard, or any. other manner of proceeding, is 
caſt into priſon. Thus muſt innocency groan under 
fetters, whileft the guilty goe free through the 
world : ſince the providence of heaven doth ſo or- 
daine it, we ought to adorehis government,and not 
murmurethereat, Bur here is a ſlippery ſtep, If one 
conſiderthat Zotzyue commits faults, and Caſtule 
beaxes the puniſhment thereof, the wiſe is ſhut, up, 
and the madis left inthe liberty of his defires, the

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ſentencepardons ravens, and layes hold on-doves, 
how then-may it be {aid that innocency is a wall of 
brafle,and a ſtrong buckler againſt all the malices of 
this world, ſince you ſce the poore afflifted, whileſt 
the wicked holds up his head gloriouſly. But iron 
is nevercleaner than when it comes out of the fur- 
nace, nor brighter than when it hath been under the 
ſharp tecth of the file , the ſun never ſhines clearer, 
than when it comes from under acloud, the coalc 
that hath beene covered with aſhes is thereby hotter 
and quicker: Although innocency be ſhaded in the 
obſcurity of priſons, yet nevertheleſſe ſhe comes out 
in triumph, radiating with glory. 'Allthe fault of 
Caſtule was in the falſe opinion ofthe Lord of Flea. 
zenval; notwithſtanding her impriſonment is. di. 
verſly cenſured by the judgements ofthe world, e- 
very one hath liberty to ſpeake his minde thereof, 
but it touched Zotiqueand Anaſtaſires tothe quicke, 
vet very differently, and trucly the difference muſt 
be drawne out of the varietie or rather contrarictie: 
of their affeion, and the morethat of Avaſtaſius 
was fincereand honeſt,the more fmarting ought to 
be his paine z neverthelefle hee repreſles it in his 
heart, and veiles it with a modeſt filence., which 
makes it the ſharper, in the ſame manneras fire re- 
doubles its heate , beeing- reſtrained within a furs- 
nace. Whereas Zotiquerthunders flaſhes, threatens, 
makes a great ſtirre, but in fine he imitates the ſea, 
which aftermuch ſtorme and tempeſt leaves but a 
little froth in its borders. - Anaſtaſprs makes Icfle 
noiſc,but more fruit, for privatly viſiting the judge 
who had cauſed her to be apprehended, he Fes 
| rates 
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ſtrates unto him the injuſtice of his proceedings, ha- 
ving begun a cauſe, by the execution only to follow 
the paſſion of ancrroncous opinion, rather than c- 
quity , hce caſts fearesinto his conſcience , which 
mace him repent himſclfe of his decree, and ſecke 
meanesto blot out his fault , without diſ-obliging 
thoſe that had made him commit it. T 

Itis good reaſon to diflwade thoſe that feare the 
face of great men,and that are ſubjeRte be touched 
with favour, not totake upon them any office of 
judicature, leſt they ſhould commit ſcandalous and 
unjuſt ations through weakencfle, rather than ma- 
lice. Who hath cver ſecnea weake veſlell tofled at 
onetime on the {ca by two contrary ſtarmes, loo- 
king ſtill to be overwhelmed and ſwallowed up un- 
derthe waves, he hath ſcene this judge betwixt the 
commands of his lord and the Lord Flewrawval, and 
the threats of Zotrrque , the leaſt whereofare to cut 
him in pieces , and to make his hounds and hawkes 
eathim. As it iscafterto commit an injuſtice, than 
to maintaine it, {o it is eaſier to commit a fault in the 
adminiſtration of juſtice, than. to amendit;and pri- 
ſons are like ſhips,not ſo cafie to getout of,as to en- 
tcrinto. Itis not without reaſon , that the ſacred 
Scripture threatens the mighty to bee mightily ror- 
mentced,becauſe that here on earth they have com- 
mitted great tyrannies:1n the countries far from the 
- Princes foveraigne juſtice, thouſands of violences 
paſſe, which would be rigoroufly puniſhed, if they 
came unto the knowledge of the dreadtul tribunals, 
little ones ſob under the opprefiion of the great, and 
although overwhelmed with wrongs,they darc = 
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ſo much as complaine in their ſufferings z but the 
Etcrnall faith hee will riſe up becauſe of the mi- 
ſery of the pooxe , fand the groancsof the oppreſ- 
{cd, Whileft Anaſtaſius covertly (ollicites the deli- 
very of Cafale,and that the judge who had ſo high- 
ly decreed her impriſonment, findes no witnefle in 
the information, which accuſe her ſo muchas of the 
thidow of this blacke diabolicall crime of magick, 
whereof ſhe is accuſed by the author of her impri- 
{onment,heaycs openly he will ſer her at libcrrie, 
and in cft<& preterring the diſcharge of his conſci- 
efice, beforethe favour of his Lord, hee lignes her 
inlargement : but the bird is raken, and the keyes of 
the cagc being inthe hands of the maſter ofthe ma- 
Bor, ſheis retained by force, Whereunto Zotigne is 
reſolved to oppole his ſtrength, fince it is permitted 
by all lawes , to repulſc one violence by another. 
Whikeſt he prepares himſclte to this projeQ, Ans- 
ſafes, whole eye was every where, watches ſo nar- 
rowly, that he diſcovers an evill plot by a ſtinking 
match; Zotrqne under the cloake of jaſtice wil com- 
_ mit anexccrablea&, he reſolvesto draw this maid 
out of priſon, with theaſhiſtance of the Provoſt mar- 
'thal, and works fo wel with ſome of his archers,that 
they promiſe to put her into-hispower, as luone as 
they had gotten her out. You may imagine, - if in 
that heate which conſumed him, he wonld not have 
gathered by faire meanes or foule, that which he ſo 
1mpaticntly defired. 
Anaftsfixs (ecing that this ſtroke tended to the 
ruine,of her whom hee held ſo deare, and being not 
able to oppoſe it by force, fought by pradence to

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put ir backe, hee goes ſtraight to the Provoſt Mar- 
ſhall, who had no part in this pernicious projeR, 
and having praycd himto contribute his power to 
the deliverance of this innocent priſener, hee fur. 
ther conjureshim not to take her out of one miſery 
2nd leave her ina greater,and defires him to bee as 
much protector of her honeſty, as of her innocen- 
cy : which the Provoſt promiſed him on his honor, 
andeffeed it as an officer ſhould doe that acquits 
himſelf worthy of his charge. Neverthelefle it was
